To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report 
on  the  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  1911,  and  an 
account  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  health  department. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  grateful  thanks 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  his  invaluable  help  in  many 
matters  connected  with  this  department,  which  has  always 
been  at  my  disposal,  and  for  the  courteous  way  in  which 
all  requests  have  been  acceded  to. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  in  the  Clerk’s  office 
for  the  courteous  way  in  which  they  have  always  placed 
any  information  at  my  disposal. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  the  heaviest  on  record, 
and  I  must  express  my  thorough  appreciation  of  the  con¬ 
scientious  and  efficient  way  in  which  the  Inspectors  have 
carried  out  their  arduous  duties,  duties  often  requiring  a 
considerable  amount  of  tact  and  discretion. 

The  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations 
have  now  been  added  to  the  statutory  duties  of  the  Inspec¬ 
tors  as  you  have  appointed  them  to  be  the  officials  to 
carry  out  these  regulations.  With  their  already  heavy 
duties  it  will  take  a  number  of  years  to  complete  the  first 
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inspection  and  record  of  every  house  in  the  district,  and  I 
beg  to  suggest  the  advisability  of  appointing  a  temporary 
inspector  in  order  to  obtain  records  of  every  house,  after 
which  the  duties  could  be  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors. 

I  also  beg  to  recommend  that  each  Inspector  be  sent 
for  a  month’s  training  in  meat  inspection  at  a  public 
abattoir. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Superintendent  Registrar  and 
Sub- Registrars  for  forwarding  me  the  necessary  informa¬ 
tion  and  returns  and  for  their  courteous  response  to  any 
requests  for  information. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  expressing  my  very  grateful 
thanks  to  Mr.  Dover,  of  Totland,  and  to  Mr.  Vibert,  of 
Newport,  for  their  kindness  in  again  providing  me  with 
the  useful  and  instructive  tables  and  details  of  meteorolo¬ 
gical  statistics  for  the  year. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  grateful 
thanks  to  many  who  have  given  me  useful  information 
throughout  the  year,  including  the  Clerk  of  the  County 
Council,  the  Fleet  Surgeon  at  the  Royal  Naval  College, 
the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  stationed  in 
the  Island,  and  to  many  medical  practitioners. 

In  the  year  under  review  I  have  been  particularly 
indebted  to  I)r.  Preston,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
St.  Helens  Urban  District  Council,  who  has  acted  for  me 
on  two  occasions  during  my  enforced  absence  through 
illness. 

I  beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  every  member  of 
the  Council  for  the  loyal  way  in  which  they  have  again 
supported  me  in  the  work  of  the  department.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions 
of  the  District. 

PHYSICAL  P EATU R ES . 

The  district,  which  constitutes  1 2- 1 3ths  of  the  area  of 
the  whole  Island,  is  hilly,  being  roughly  divided  in  two  by 
a  range  of  downs  running  from  East  to  West  and  about 
700  feet  in  height. 

The  geological  formation  found  to  the  south  of  this  range 
is  mainly  the  Upper  Secondary,  while  to  the  north  of  this 
is  found  mainly  the  Lower  Tertiary. 

On  the  south-east  of  the  district  another  range  of  hills 
attains  a  slightly  greater  height,  and  are  mainly  composed 
of  Upper  Greensand  with  the  Gault  underneath. 
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METEOROLOGY. 

The  meteorological  records  kept  by  Mr.  Dover  at  Totland 
Bay  are  taken  at  a  spot  about  600  feet  from  the  edge  of 
the  cliff,  and  at  an  elevation  of  about  140ft.  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rainfall  for  the 
year  was  under  the  average,  being  27.41  inches. 

The  rainfall  for  the  first  9  months  of  the  year  was  under 
the  average,  while  that  for  the  last  3  months  was  above 
the  average. 

Mr.  Dover  points  out  that  these  were  the  wettest  3  months 
since  the  corresponding  months  of  1891.

This  year  was  warmer  than  usual,  the  hottest  day  oc- 
curriug  on  the  13th  of  August  with  a  shade  temperature 
of  8(5.0°  Fahr. 

Mr.  Dover  points  out  that  in  25  years  he  has  only  known 
5  days  with  a  temperature  of  over  85°  Fahr.

The  amount  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  by  Mr.  Dover 
was  2,115.3  hours,  the  largest  amount  being  in  July,  with 
377.5  hours.  The  brightest  day  was  June  8th,  with 
15.4  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

The  number  of  sunless  days  amounted  to  only  57. 

The  wind  was  as  usual  mainly  from  the  west,  but  during 
the  year  under  review  Mr.  Dover’s  records  show  that  the 
next  most  common  direction  was  from  the  north-east,  and 
not  as  usual  from  the  south-west. 

December  was  the  windiest  month  of  the  year,  and  the 
windiest  since  March,  1903. 
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The  barometer’s  highest  point  was  30.786  inches,  the 
lowest  being  28.745,  showing  thus  a  very  small  variation. 

The  year  was  a  very  dry  one,  the  relative  humidity  of 
July  averaging  only  66.1  per  cent,  while  the  usual  for  that 
month  is  80.1  per  cent. 

Among  numerous  other  items  of  interesting  information 
which  Mr.  Dover  records,  the  fact  that  snow  fell  on  only 
6  days  and  hail  on  3  days  is  of  particular  interest. 

The  table  shown  by  Mr.  Vibert  is  from  records  taken  at 
Newport  at  a  spot  about  4  miles  from  the  sea,  and  at  an 
elevation  of  about  40  to  50  feet.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  hottest  day 
occurred  on  August  9th,  with  a  shade  temperature  of 
92.5°  I'ahr.,  but  it  will  be  noticed  that  this  temperature, 
though  taken  some  way  from  the  sea,  was  still  considerably 
lower  than  those  places  on  the  mainland  already  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Dover. 

The  coldest  day  occurred  on  January  15th,  with  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  21.9°  Fahr. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  above  the  average  yearly 
rainfall,  though  less  than  either  of  the  two  preceding  years. 

'File  rainfall  for  the  last  3  months  of  the  year  was  1 J  times 
as  great  as  that  for  the  first  9  months. 

The  main  feature  of  the  climate  of  the  district  is  its 
equability,  that  is,  that  the  variation  between  the  winter 
and  summer  temperatures  is  much  less  than  in  the  majority 
of  districts. 

This  equability  renders  the  health  resorts  of  the  district 
eminently  suitable  as  residences  for  the  aged  and  those 
who  are  not  in  robust  health. 

The  south  coast  of  the  district,  comprising  such  places 
as  St.  Lawrence,  Niton,  Blackgang,  Briglrstone,  and  Brooke 
are  favoured  with  a  large  amount  of  sunshine,  and  it  is 
surprising  that  they  are  not  more  selected  as  winter  resorts 
by  those  who  desire  a  mild  winter  climate  and  yet  do  not 
care  to  undertake  the  long  and  trying  journey  to  the  South 
of  France,  and  they  are  also  free  from  that  sudden  fall  in 
temperature  which  is  so  noticeable  in  the  Riviera  at  sunset. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  are 
mainly  agricultural,  while  in  several  districts  a  number  of 
the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  catering  for  the  visitors 
who  come  in  summer. 
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I  have  at  present  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of 
poor  law  relief,  as  the  boundaries  of  this  district  do  not 
correspond  with  the  boundaries  of  the  districts  of  the  re¬ 
lieving  officers. 

This  is  to  be  regretted,  as  it  is  obviously  a  matter  of 
great  importance  in  the  administration  of  the  public 
health  of  a  district  that  the  amount  of  poor  law  relief  should 
be  known  in  that  district. 

As  will  be  seen  later  on  the  number  of  persons  per  house 
is  4.7,  so  that  it  will  be  apparent  that  overcrowding  does 
not  occur  to  any  extent.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


CALBOURNE. 

This  has  been  more  satisfactory  during  the  year,  the 
difficulty  of  the  wind  engine  having  been  overcome  by 
its  abolition  and  the  substitution  of  a  gas  engine  capable 
of  pumping  36,000  gallons  in  24  hours  to  the  high-level 
reservoir. 

BEMBRIDGE. 

The  additional  tank  for  storage  which  is  supported  on 
re-enforced  concrete  pillars  was  nearly  complete  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  This  will  be  a  great  boon  in  a  district 
which  accommodates  a  very  large  number  of  well-to-do 
visitors  every  summer. 


CARISHRCX  )KK. 


I  regret  that  the  present  unsatisfactory  intermittent 
supply  to  Gunville  still  continues,  and  houses  in  Millers 
Lane  are  still  dependent  on  a  contaminated  stream  for 
their  water  supply. 

Cottages  on  Convent  Hill  have  no  supply  except  rain 
water,  and  illness  has  frequently  occurred  in  one  house. 

There  is  a  sewer  on  this  road  with  no  means  of  flushing  it. 

An  extension  is  here  an  urgent  necessity. 


CHALK. 

The  Chale  district  again  ran  short  of  water  in  the  dry 
months  of  the  year,  and  the  Water  Inspector  was  obliged 
to  regulate  the  amount  used  for  a  considerable  time. 


GATCOMBE. 

Chillerton  Street  will  be  supplied  by  Sir  Charles  Seely 
under  the  contract  with  the  Shanklin  Urban  District,  the 
source  of  which  supply  and  the  pumping  works  are  situated 
in  close  proximity  to  this  part  of  the  parish  of  Gatcombe. 

At  Sheat  a  branch  is  left  ready  for  future  extension 
towards  Carisbrooke,  should  this  ever  be  required. 

There  is  also  a  private  supply  in  the  village  of  Gatcombe, 
provided  by  Sir  Charles  Seely.  This  is  collected  in  a 
reservoir  which  supplies  one  farm  and  7  cottages  by  gravita¬ 
tion.  4  cottages  just  above  the  reservoir  are  supplied 
from  it  by  means  of  pumping,  while  1  farm  and  2  cottages 
with  no  water  supply  whatever  come  to  this  reservoir 
in  order  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water. 


GODSHILL. 


The  village  of  Godshill  is  now  supplied  by  subsidiary 
mains  of  the  main  of  the  Shanklin  Water  Supply  on  its 
way  from  Chillerton  to  Shanklin.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
32  houses  had  already  been  connected. 

KINGSTON. 

A  supply  for  this  parish  is  in  contemplation  in  connection 
with  the  scheme  for  supplying  Shorwell  from  the  Shanklin 
Water  Supply  at  Chillerton. 

NITON,  WHIT  WELL,  AND  ST.  LAWRENCE. 

The  water  supply  is  now  practically  completed.  Water 
was  turned  on  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  year. 

SHORWELL. 

A  supply  for  this  parish  is  now  in  contemplation  in 
connection  with  the  Shanklin  Supply  at  Chillerton. 

An  application  will  be  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  a  loan  to  carry  this  out. 

SOUTH  AR RETON. 

South  Arreton  is  unfortunately  still  without  a  water 
supply  so  far  as  the  majority  of  the  parish  is  concerned. 

The  Shanklin  main  at  present  passes  along  one  corner  of 
the  parish  and  supplies  the  Rookley  School  and  some 
cottages. 

You  are  about  to  apply  for  a  loan  to  enable  you  to  lay 
a  main  from  Bohemia  Corner,  from  the  Shanklin  main, 
to  Horringford  Station. 

The  houses  in  Arreton  village  are  supplied  by  surface 
wells  within  the  curtilage  of  the  houses  and  liable  to  serious 
contamination. 


As  regards  the  Rookley  district,  several  houses  have 
already  been  connected  with  the  main  already  mentioned. 

Generally  throughout  the  district  plates  have  been  fixed 
showing  the  positions  of  hydrants  along  the  lines  of  main. 

Von  have  now  a  large  number  of  separate  water  supplies 
in  the  district. 

The  sources  of  these  supplies  are  visited  by  myself  at 
intervals,  with  a  view  to  noting  whether  any  alteration  or 
addition  has  been  made  in  the  neighbourhood  which  might 
possibly  tend  to  contaminate  the  water  at  its  source. 

In  my  Report  for  1910  1  pointed  out  that  with  so  many 
different  water  supplies  not  only  in  this  district  but  in  the 
Island  generally,  it  would  be  advisable  to  endeavour  to 
come  to  some  arrangement  whereby  one  authority  could 
safeguard  all  those  supplies.  'Phis  could  be  undertaken 
by  the  formation  of  a  Joint  Water  Board  for  the  Island. 
All  waters  could  then  be  periodically  inspected  and  periodi¬ 
cally  analysed. 

I  again  beg  to  bring  this  suggestion  to  your  notice. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

A  considerable  amount  of  pollution  of  streams  has  in 
the  past  taken  place  in  the  district  from  overflows  from 
cesspools  and  leakage  from  insanitary  privy  pits,  but  this 
is  rapidly  being  done  away  with  by  the  work  of  the  Inspec¬ 
tors. 

Privy  pits  are  being  abolished  and  pail  closets  substituted, 
and  in  the  case  of  cesspools  taking  the  drainage  of  large 
houses  or  farms,  these  are  being  replaced  by  some  systems  of 
drainage,  usually  of  the  nature  of  aerobic  filters,  thus 
producing  a  pure  effluent  in  place  of  the  crude  overflow 
from  the  cesspool. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

ASHEY. 

This  parish  is  sewered  in  part,  the  district  of  Haylands 
being  connected  with  the  sewers  of  the  Corporation  of 
Ryde.  The  district  of  Havenstreet  in  this  parish  has  now 
a  number  of  nuisances  owing  to  difficulty  in  disposing  of 
drainage,  and  an  inspection  should  be  carried  out  here  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  exact  condition  of  each  house  in 
this  district  as  to  its  means  of  disposal. 

BEMBRIDGE. 

This  parish  has  several  sewers.  During  the  year  in¬ 
vestigations  have  been  carried  out  here  and  plans  have 
been  prepared  for  laying  a  sewer  from  Lane  End  to  Fore¬ 
land  Fields.  This  would  drain  a  portion  of  Bembridge, 
which  has  several  houses. 

When  this  is  completed,  the  village  of  Bembridge  will 
be  practically  entirely  sewTered,  but  in  order  to  make  this 
complete  it  would  be  necessary  to  extend  the  main  sewer 
up  Howgate  Road,  where  houses  will  probably  be  built 
in  the  near  future. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  lay  a  9-inch  sewer  at  the  outfall, 
and  plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  with  a  view 
to  making  an  application  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  a  loan  to  enable  this  work  to  be  carried  out. 

B  INSTEAD. 

A  considerable  part  of  this  parish  is  sewered,  the  sewage 
being  discharged  into  the  sewers  of  the  Corporation  of 
Ryde. 

BONCHURCH. 

This  parish  has  no  sewerage,  though  it  is  of  an  urban 
nature,  being  contiguous  to  the  Urban  District  of  Ventnor, 


GRADING. 


The  town  of  Brading  is  sewered,  the  sewage  being  con¬ 
ducted  to  beds  in  the  valley  and  then  discharged  into  the 
stream. 

The  district  of  Varbridge,  which  is  continuous  with  the 
town  of  Brading,  is  unfortunately  not  sewered,  and  some 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  a  scheme  that 
would  be  suitable,  owing  to  the  situation  of  many  of  the 
houses. 

CARLS  BROOKE. 

A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  at  Parkliurst,  the  sewage 
being  conducted  to  a  settling  tank  and  then  taken  over 
land,  before  being  discharged  into  the  sewer  from  the 
Workhouse,  which  conveys  it  to  the  River  Medina. 

The  sewer  which  was  extended  to  the  convent  up  Ceme¬ 
tery  Hill  has  no  sufficient  water  supply  for  flushing  it. 

Your  Inspector  of  the  Central  District  carried  out  an 
inspection  of  the  Gunville  district  as  regards  the  drainage 
of  properties  there,  and  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  calling  attention  to 
the  need  for  a  sewerage  scheme  for  that  district.  Owing 
to  the  levels  it  would  be  impossible  to  connect  such  a  sewer 
with  those  of  the  Borough  of  Newport,  and  it  would, 
therefore,  be  necessary  to  have  treatment  of  sewage  in 
the  valley. 

A  Committee  met  and  went  over  the  district,  but  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  Council  that  notices  be  served  on  all  occu¬ 
pants  to  provide  proper  drainage  within  the  curtilage  of 
their  respective  dwellings. 

As  regards  the  main  sewers  of  Carisbrooke  which  convey 
the  sewage  to  connect  with  the  mains  of  the  Newport 
Corporation,  definite  arrangements  have  been  made  as 
regards  periodic  flushing,  the  responsibility  to  see  that 
this  is  carried  out  being  left  to  the  Inspector  of  the  district. 


FRESHWATER. 

The  outfall  sewer  at  Norton  has  been  the  cause  of  con¬ 
siderable  discussion  and  comment. 

You  instructed  an  Engineer  to  make  a  thorough  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  same. 

GATCOMBE. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  about  to  commence  for 
the  new  sewer  to  be  laid  through  Chillerton  Street  with 
the  object  of  preventing  cesspools  and  other  liquid  refuse 
from  contaminating  the  soil  and  so  producing  impurity 
in  the  source  of  the  water  supply  which  is  conveyed  from 
here  through  Rookley  and  Godshill  to  Shanklin. 

The  sewer  will  extend  from  Chillerton  Farm  to  Sheat 
Corner,  when  it  will  be  conducted  to  settling  tanks  and 
taken  over  the  land  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation  before 
being  discharged  into  the  stream. 

TOTE  AN  D. 

The  sewerage  of  this  parish,  which  is  in  connection  with 
that  of  Freshwater,  has  had  an  extension  carried  out  during 
the  year  at  the  Broadway. 

WHIPPINGHAM. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  considerable  subsidence 
took  place  in  Wootton  Hill,  and  this  affected  the  sewer, 
which  had  to  be  relaid  partly  with  iron  pipes.  This  sub¬ 
sidence  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  soil  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  is  largely  composed  of  running  sand. 

WROX  A  EE. 

A  Eocal  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in  this 
parish  with  reference  to  the  application  for  a  loan  of 
£4274  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  scheme  of  sewerage 
for  the  populous  part  of  this  parish,  which  is  urgently 
needed. 
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YARMOUTH. 

The  sewers  here  are  old-fashioned  brick  sewers,  and 
require  considerable  attention. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  all  sewers  should  be  marked 
on  the  Council’s  maps  deposited  at  the  Office.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  for  the  officials  ol  this  department  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  sewerage  in  any  one  area,  and  this 
information  is  often  of  the  utmost  and  most  urgent  im¬ 
portance. 

CLOSET  ACCOM  MODATION. 

In  the  more  urban  districts  water  closets  form  the  chief 
method  of  disposal,  while  in  the  more  rural  districts  the 
pail  closet  is  always  insisted  upon. 

Nearly  300  privy  pits  have  been  abolished  in  the  last 
4  years.  A  privy  pit  is  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  danger 
that  it  is  possible  for  an  otherwise  healthy  country  cottage 
to  possess.  Not  only  is  the  accumulation  of  frith  unhealthy 
in  itself,  due  to  its  breeding  flies  which  convey  the  filth 
to  other  places,  but  the  surrounding  soil  becomes  saturated 
owing  to  the  very  defective  way  in  which  these  pits  are 
always  constructed. 

I  Hiring  the  year  under  review  84  of  these  privy  pits 
were  abolished,  the  majority  being  converted  to  pail  closets. 

As  inspection  proceeds,  it  is  hoped  that  all  these  will  in 
time  be  done  away  with. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  districts  in  which  scavenging  is  at  present  carried 
out  are  :  — 

Bembridge. 

Rrading. 

Bonchurch. 

Carisbrooke. 


Freshwater. 

Totland. 

Yarmouth. 


Scavenging  is  required  in  Gurnard  and  in  Niton. 

Acting  on  your  instructions,  the  Inspectors  carried  out 
an  inspection  and  issued  a  report  upon  the  number  of 
refuse  tips  situated  within  the  district. 

This  report  showed  that,  in  addition  t(  the  7  tips  used 
by  parishes  within  the  district,  there  were  2  tips  used  by 
the  Military  Authorities  and  -5  used  by  Sanitary  Authorities 
outside  the  district  depositing  their  refuse  within  the  dis¬ 
trict. 


There  are,  therefore,  14  tips  all  situated  within  the 
district. 

Most  of  these  are  in  the  hands  of  contractors,  and  some 
grave  nuisances  exist. 

A  refuse  tip  is  a  danger  to  the  public  health,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  decomposing  material  is  deposited  in  it.  This 
attracts  flies  in  large  numbers,  and  by  these  insects  disease- 
bearing  germs  are  conveyed  to  milk,  meat,  etc. 

Another  danger  exists  from  rats  which  invariably  swarm 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  refuse  tips.  These  rats  are  a 
nuisance  from  the  damage  they  achieve  and  become  a 
terrible  source  of  danger,  should  a  plague  infected  rat  be 
brought  ashore  from  some  vessel  thrown  on  our  coast,  as 
the  disease  spreads  very  rapidly  among  rats,  and  through 
them  the  disease  is  conveyed  to  human  beings. 

With  a  view  to  abating  these  nuisances,  you  asked  the 
other  sanitary  authorities  of  the  Island  to  send  representa¬ 
tives  to  a  conference  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  it  would 
be  possible  to  institute  a  central  destructor,  but,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  it  was  not  found  possible  to  make  any  arrange¬ 
ment. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large  amount  of 
work  has  been  accomplished,  over  1,500  houses  being 
visited  during  the  year,  the  great  majority  of  these  visits 
being  part  of  the  routine  sanitary  inspection,  only  227  being 
necessary  as  the  result  of  complaint,  and  in  many  instances 
the  complaint  was  not  from  the  tenant  but  from  the  neigh¬ 
bour,  the  Inspector  still  being  used  to  some  extent  as  a 
means  of  causing  an  unfriendly  neighbour  some  incon¬ 
venience  and  possibly  expense. 

A  very  large  number  of  nuisances  were  reported,  but  in 
many  of  these  no  nuisance  really  existed.  Where  a  definite 
nuisance  was  found  to  exist,  the  Inspector  served  an  informal 
notice. 


The  work  of  the  Inspectors  has  increased  enormously 
in  the  last  few  years,  and  as  you  have  now  appointed  them 
to  be  the  officers  to  carry  out  the  inspections  connected 
with  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations, 
their  time  is  still  more  limited  for  the  duties  laid  down  by 
statute. 

For  inspectorial  purposes  the  district  is  divided  into 
three,  an  Eastern,  a  Western,  and  a  Central  District.  To 
each  of  these  districts  one  Inspector  of  Nuisances  devotes 
his  time.  His  duties  are  multifarious,  as  in  addition  to  the 
actual  inspection  of  nuisances,  a  large  amount  of  work 
has  to  be  carried  out  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases, 
disinfecting  rooms,  schools,  etc.,  visits  have  to  be  made 
in  connection  with  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Regulations,  as  well  as  visits  to  bakehouses,  slaughter 
houses,  offensive  trades,  carbide  and  petrol  stores,  work¬ 
shops  and  new  buildings. 

The  duty  of  meat  inspection,  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  many  duties  which  are  contained  in  the  Statutory 


Rules  and  Orders,  is  more  favoured  in  the  breach  than  in 
the  observance.  The  Inspectors  have  had  no  opportunity 
of  acquiring  the  technical  knowledge  necessary  to  carry 
out  this  most  necessary  duty. 

By  sending  each  Inspector  away  for  about  4  weeks  for 
a  course  of  training  at  an  abattoir,  this  could  be  remedied  at 
a  very  small  cost  to  the  ratepayers,  and  a  grave  want 
would  in  this  way  be  met. 

It  has  been  customary  to  employ  the  Inspectors  as 
Surveyors  in  drawing  up  schemes  and  preparing  plans  for 
certain  parishes  only,  while  in  other  parishes  outside 
Engineers  or  Surveyors  have  been  employed. 

This  appears  unfair  to  those  parishes  who  employ  outside 
help,  but  when  an  Inspector  is  employed  in  this  way  to 
undertake  duties,  which  necessitate  a  very  large  part  of 
his  time,  for  the  benefit  of  one  parish,  all  the  remaining 
parishes  suffer  in  proportion,  as  the  ordinary  duties  of 
inspection  are  amply  sufficient  to  fill  his  day. 

During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  time  has  been  spent 
by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Eastern  and  Central  Districts 
in  preparing  plans  in  connection  with  the  scheme  for  a 
water  supply  for  South  Arreton. 

In  the  same  way  the  Inspectors  of  the  Western  and  Central 
Districts  were  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  plans  in  con¬ 
nection  with  proposed  extensions  of  the  Calbourne  water 
supply  to  supply  parts  of  Carisbrooke. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  table  showing  the  record 
of  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  will  convince  one  that  a  large 
amount  of  work  has  been  accomplished,  and  I  can  testify 
to  the  efficiency  and  care  with  which  that  work  has  been 
carried  out : —

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  the  Central  District 
is  larger  both  in  area  and  population  than  either  of  the 
other  two,  while  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  smaller 
in  proportion.  This  is  to  a  considerable  extent  accounted 
for  by  a  number  of  large  public  institutions  within  the 
Central  District. 

1  luring  the  year  a  special  inspection  and  report  was 
carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  (see  under  Scavenging)  on 
the  refuse  tips  within  the  district.

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND 
REGULATIONS. 


There  are  no  bye-laws  in  connection  with  these,  and  the 
number  of  premises  included  in  the  above  heading  is  very 
small  in  a  district  of  this  nature. 

In  the  Central  District  there  is  one  bone  mill  abutting 
on  the  boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Newport,  which  has 
been  the  cause  of  many  complaints  from  residents  in  New¬ 
port,  and  it  has  been  suggested  to  the  occupier  that  the 
smells  complained  of  could  be  mitigated  by  providing 
ventilation  by  means  of  a  high  shaft  instead  of  the  present 
ventilation,  which  is  low  down  and  close  to  the  road. 

There  is  also  one  knacker’s  yard  in  this  district,  which 
is  situated  in  an  isolated  part  of  the  parish  of  Carisbrooke, 
and  is  not  near  any  house. 

The  premises  have  always  been  found  on  inspection  to 
be  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition. 

In  the  Eastern  District  there  are  two  premises  on  which 
bone-boiling  is  carried  out.  In  both  these  cases  there 
have  been  a  large  number  of  complaints  of  nuisances 
created.  Regular  inspections  have  been  made  and  in 
both  instances  negotiations  are  in  progress  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  mitigate  the  nuisances  complained  of. 

During  the  summer  a  large  number  of  complaints  were 
received  as  to  nuisances  from  pigs  being  kept  in  close 
proximity  to  dwellings. 


SCHOOLS. 


The  public  elementary  schools  in  the  district  are  36  in 
number,  with  42  departments. 


As  regards  water  supply,  31  of  these  are  supplied  from 
water  mains. 

As  regards  the  live  remaining  schools,  three  of  them  will 
at  an  early  date  be  connected  with  the  main,  the  County 
Education  Committee  having  given  instructions  that  such 
be  carried  out  whenever  the  new  mains  are  available. 

As  regards  the  two  remaining  schools,  the  managers 
have  agreed  in  the  case  of  one  to  connect  the  same  with  the 
main,  should  the  scheme  which  is  now  in  contemplation 
be  carried  out  for  a  water  supply  in  the  parish,  and  as 
regards  the  last  one,  a  scheme  is  also  in  contemplation  for 
the  parish. 

As  regards  sanitary  conveniences,  21  out  of  the  36  schools 
are  provided  with  water  closets,  10  are  provided  with  pail 
closets,  3  have  earth  closets,  while  2  have  closets  in  which 
the  dejecta  fall  on  to  a  large  ash  pit  common  to  all  the 
closets. 

As  regards  the  medical  inspection  of  school  children 
within  the  district,  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  your 
.Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  also  School  Medical  Officer 
for  the  county,  which  included  all  the  schools  in  the  dis¬ 
trict. 

During  the  last  half  of  the  year,  however,  this  duty  has 
been  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
County  Council. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  milk-sellers  on 
the  register  amounted  to  290. 

Over  750  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  during  the 
year  to  dairies  and  cowsheds. 


The  general  tendency  to  improvement  in  the  matter  of 
cleanliness  still  continues,  and  a  very  marked  change  has 
taken  place  in  the  last  few  years  in  the  condition  of  the 
cowsheds. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  purity  of  the  milk 
supply  is  dependent  on  the  scrupulous  care  which  is  taken 
in  its  transit  from  the  udder  of  the  cow  to  the  consumer. 

The  milker  must  commence  operations  with  clean  hands, 
the  pail  which  is  to  receive  the  milk  must  be  scrupulously 
clean,  and  the  udder  of  the  cow  should  be  clean.  When 
deposited  in  the  pail  it  should  be  covered  and  removed 
at  once  from  the  warm  cowshed  to  a  cool,  well-ventilated 
dairy.  The  importance  of  keeping  the  roofs  of  the  cow¬ 
sheds  clean  and  free  from  dust  and  cobwebs  should  be 
manifest  to  all  who  carry  on  this  work,  as  any  sudden 
draught  of  air  is  quite  sufficient  to  dislodge  from  a  dirty 
roof  some  decomposing  material  which  is  deposited  in  the 
milk  to  breed  freely  whatever  germs  of  disease  are  lodged 
in  it. 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  convince  the  average  milk- 
seller  of  the  extreme  importance  of  guarding  the  dairy 
from  the  inroads  of  the  common  fly.  This  pest  frequents 
every  dung  heap  and  collection  of  filth,  and  carries  away 
on  the  pads  of  its  feet  innumerable  germs,  which  are 
deposited  in  the  milk  standing  in  the  dairy.  I  regret  to 
sav  that  there  are  still  some  dairies  in  the  district  in  which 
this  very  necessary  precaution  is  not  carried  out  as  it 
should  be,  and  the  gauze  which  has  been  fixed  to  the  open 
window  has  probably  been  broken,  leaving  a  space  which 
is  quite  enough  to  admit  a  very  large  number  of  tlies. 

Notices  are  sent  out  twice  a  year  to  all  registered  milk- 
sellers  by  the  Inspectors,  reminding  them  of  the  necessary 
cleansing.  5G3  of  these  notices  have  been  sent  out  during 
the  year. 
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FOOD  IXSI’KCTION. 

All  premises  where  food  is  stored  or  exposed  tor  sale  are 
visited  at  frequent  intervals. 

There  are  49  bakehouses  in  the  district,  which  have  been 
visited  at  regular  intervals,  179  v  isits  having  been  paid  in 
this  connection. 

Cleansing  notices  are  sent  out  in  connection  with  these 
bakehouses,  107  having  been  sent  out  during  the  year. 

Slaughter  houses  were  visited  on  <>7  occasions  during 
the  year,  and  21  cleansing  notices  were  sent  out. 

For  remarks  on  meat  inspection  see  under  Sanitary 
Inspection  of  the  District. 

SAI.IC  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

This  Act  is  carried  out  in  the  district  entirely  by  the 
County  Council. 


HOUSING. 

Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  re¬ 
peated  what  had  been  stated  in  Section  32  of  the  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act  that  “  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  local  authority  to  cause  to  be  made  from  time  to 
time  inspection  of  their  district  with  a  v  iew  to  ascertain 
whether  any  dwelling  house  therein  is  in  a  state  so  dangerous 
or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,” 
adding  the  words,  “  and  for  that  purpose  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  local  authority  and  of  every  officer  of  the  local 
authority  to  comply  with  such  regulations  and  to  keep  such 
records  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board.” 

In  September,  1910,  the  Local  Government  Board  issued 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations. 


These  Regulations  stated  under  Article  I.  :  — 

(1)  that  the  local  authority  shall  determine  the  pro¬ 

cedure  to  be  adopted  under  these  Regulations. 

(2)  the  local  authority  shall  as  part  of  this  procedure 

make  provision  for  a  thorough  inspection  to  be 
carried  out  from  time  to  time. 

(3)  the  local  authority  shall  cause  to  be  prepared 
from  time  to  time  by  the  M.O.H.  a  list  or 
lists  of  dwelling  houses,  the  early  inspection  of 
which  are,  in  his  opinion,  desirable. 

When  these  regulations  were  issued,  I  asked  your  Sanitary 
Committee  to  appoint  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  as  the 
officers  to  carry  out  the  work  under  such  regulations,  and 
to  appoint  an  additional  Inspector  in  order  that  the  other 
work  might  not  be  neglected,  but  your  Committee  did 
not  see  their  way  to  make  any  recommendation  to  the 
Council  to  appoint  an  additional  Inspector.  The  Inspectors 
were,  therefore,  instructed  to  carry  out  the  requirements 
of  the  regulations  as  far  as  they  possibly  could  without 
neglecting  their  other  duties. 

The  number  inspected  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1910 
was  so  small  that  I  decided  to  incorporate  all  the  results 
so  far  attained  for  that  year  into  this  report  for  1911. 

The  figures,  therefore,  cover  a  period  of  about  14  months. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  has  taxed  the  Inspectors 
to  the  utmost,  though  the  total  seems  a  very  small  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district. 

It  has  been  thought  advisable  to  confine  inspections  as 
far  as  possible  to  those  parishes  and  neighbourhoods 
which  appear  to  be  most  urgently  in  need  of  improvements, 
except  in  so  far  as  houses  brought  under  the  notice  of  this 
department  in  connection  with  other  matters  such  as 


tuberculosis  are  immediately  inspected  thoroughly  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  whether  illness  therein  is  due  to  some 
sanitary  delect  in  the  house  or  its  surroundings. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  that  280  have  been 
inspected.

It  will  be  noticed  that,  of  the  7  houses  found  unfit, 
only  one  was  closed  and  demolished. 

Of  the  remaining  6  houses,  1  was  found  to  have  collapsed, 
3  have  been  unoccupied  for  some  time  and  negotiations 
are  proceeding  in  the  matter,  while  the  remaining  2  which 
are  occupied  were  only  reported  towards  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  negotiations  are  also  in  progress  as  regards  these. 

It  is  hoped  that,  in  the  case  of  these  5  houses,  some 
arrangement  will  be  come  to  for  placing  them  in  repair 
without  the  formality  of  a  closing  order. 

You  have  within  your  district,  in  the  parish  of  Shallieet, 
and  close  to  the  town  of  Yarmouth,  two  houses  which 
have  been  unoccupied  and  neglected  lor  such  a  time  that 
they  have  not  only  ceased  to  be  habitable,  but  are  dangerous 
to  pedestrians,  and  such  houses  should  be  demolished. 

This  matter  has  been  brought  to  your  notice  on  more 
than  one  occasion. 

It  is  true  that  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act  certain  formalities  have  to  be  carried  out,  namely,  that 


on  a  representation  being  made,  a  closing  ordei  must  be 
made.  Section  18  of  the  Act  states  that.  “  where  a  closing 
order  in  respect  of  anv  dwelling  house  has  remained  opera¬ 
tive  for  a  period  of  three  months,  the  local  authority  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  question  ot  the  demolition  ol 
the  dwelling  house,  and  shall  give  every  owner  ol  the  dwel¬ 
ling  house  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  question 
will  be  considered,  and  any  owner  of  the  dwelling  house  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  heard  when  the  question  is  taken  into 
consideration.’’ 

In  the  case  in  question  no  owner  is  known,  and  the  method 
to  be  adopted  appears  to  be  to  advertise  the  time  and 
place  at  which  the  question  will  be  considered,  and  in 
the  absence  of  such  landlord  to  proceed  with  the  demolition. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  lack  of  houses  for 
artizans  and  labourers  in  the  district. 

Overcrowding  is  not  common,  the  year  in  review  showing 
a  record  of  26  cases  of  overcrowding  reported.  19  of  these 
have  been  abated,  and  the  7  remaining,  which  were  reported 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  were  permitted  time  to  make 
arrangements. 

As  regards  supervision  over  the  erection  of  new  buildings, 
this  duty  has  been  carried  out  by  the  three  Inspectors,  in 
addition  to  their  numerous  other  duties,  and  it  is  a  duty 
which  often  interferes  with  their  statutory  duties. 

WORKSHOPS,  WORKPLACES,  ETC. 

Prom  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  3(51  inspections  were 
made  to  workshops,  and  25  to  workplaces,  62  notices  being 
sent  in  the  case  of  the  former  and  6  in  the  case  of  the 
latter. 

26  delects  were  found,  of  which  23  have  been  remedied 
3  still  remaining  in  abeyance  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  registered  workshops  at  the  end  of  tile- 
year  amounted  to  283.

Sanitary  Administration  of  the 
District. 


The  area  of  the  sanitary  district  occupies  12-13ths  of 
the  area  of  the  whole  Island,  with  an  extent  of  86,844  acres. 

The  health  department  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  three  Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  and  you  have 
recently  provided  me  with  a  Clerk,  owing  to  the  enormous 
increase  of  clerical  work  in  the  last  few  years. 

Each  Inspector  is  resident  within  his  own  district,  and 
is  connected  with  the  telephone  exchange,  as  is  also  the 
house  (and  office)  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  work  of  the  Inspectors  is  described  under  Sanitary 
Inspection  of  District. 

ISOLATION  AND  HOSPITAL  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Rural  District  Council  has  for  more  than  20  years 
endeavoured  to  provide  the  district  with  Isolation  Hospital 
accommodation. 

In  1895  the  County  Council  issued  an  order  constituting 
an  Isolation  Hospital  district  consisting  of  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Ventnor,  and  5  parishes  of  the  Rural  District, 
namely,  Bonchureh,  St.  Lawrence,  Niton,  Whitwell,  and 
Wroxall. 

A  hospital  was  completed  and  opened  for  the  reception 
of  patients  in  the  year  1904. 

In  the  year  1907  you  purchased  a  site  for  an  Isolation 
Hospital.  You  had  the  co-operation  of  the  Borough  of 
Newport  and  the  Urban  District  of  St.  Helens.  This  was 
to  provide  for  those  districts,  and  the  24  remaining  parishes 
of  your  district. 


Aii  inquiry  was  held  in  November,  1908,  but  owing  to 
opposition  this  si  to  was  not  granted.  An  alternative  site  even 
more  suitable  was  offered  immediately  after  the  inquiry. 

A  Joint  Hospital  Hoard  was  constituted  by  Act  of 
Parliament  in  August,  1909. 

The  Board  consists  of  12  members,  3  ex-officio  and  9 
elected  by  the  respective  Councils. 

Your  Chairman  is  the  ex-ofticio  member,  and  6  other 
members  are  elected  for  3  years. 

The  Hospital  was  formally  opened  in  April,  1911,  and 
patients  were  admitted  towards  the  end  of  May. 

Three  diseases  can  be  accommodated,  namely,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  and  typhoid  fever. 

Therefore,  since  the  24th  of  May,  1911,  the  whole  of  the 
district  has  been  provided  with  Isolation  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation. 

Since  that  date,  the  number  of  notifications  received  in 
the  district  of  the  3  before-mentioned  diseases  has  amounted 
to  83,  and  62  of  these,  or  74.7  per  cent.,  have  been  removed 
to  hospital. 

Of  these  62  cases,  59  have  been  removed  to  the  new 
Hospital  at  Fairlee,  2  to  the  Undercliff  Hospital  at 
Ventnor  and  1  (a  case  of  typhoid  fever)  to  the  Ryde  County 
Hospital. 

Of  the  remaining  21  cases,  4  were  cases  of  diphtheria, 
which  were  only  discovered  by  means  of  bacteriological 
analysis,  and  were  of  so  mild  a  nature  that  it  was  not  deemed 
advisable  to  remove  them  to  an  infectious  hospital. 

Several  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  houses  of  well-to-do 
residents  who  were  able  to  provide  ample  accommodation 
for  isolation  at  home  and  efficient  nursing,  while  4  of  the 
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notifications  of  scarlet  lever  were  of  so  doubtful  a  nature 
that  it  was  impossible  to  allow  them  to  mix  with  patients 
who  had  pronounced  attacks  of  the  disease. 

No  provision  has  been  made  by  you  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  LOCAL  OR  ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

The  following  adoptive  Acts  are  in  force  in  the  district, 
viz  : — 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890  (Part  3). 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  (Parts 
III.  and  IV.,  with  certain  sections  excepted). 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK 
DURING  THE  YEAR. 

The  analysis  of  samples  of  water  has  in  the  past  been 
conducted  by  an  analyst  in  London. 

1  luring  the  year  in  question  9  samples  have  been  sent 
to  him  for  analysis. 

As  regards  bacteriological  work,  you  have  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Clinical  Research  Association  in  London 
for  the  analysis  of  swabs  from  cases  of  diphtheria,  etc.  57  ot 
these  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  in  question, 
and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  by  doing  so  you  have 
reduced  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  considerably,  as  in 
many  of  the  cases  in  which  a  positive  decision  of  diphtheria 
was  announced  from  London  by  telegram,  the  patients 
were  going  about  in  apparently  perfect  health,  but  acting 
as  “carriers”  of  the  disease,  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
retained  the  germ  of  diphtheria  in  their  throats  or  noses.

Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 


The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
has  amounted  to  129. 

Of  these,  58  have  been  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

Of  these  58  cases,  40  have  occurred  in  the  5-15  age 
period,  12  occurring  between  1  and  5,  and  6  between 
15  and  25. 

As  regards  distribution,  the  largest  number  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Carisbrooke,  there 
being  18  notifications  from  that  parish  alone. 

All  these  notifications  occurred  in  the  more  urban  parts 
abutting  on  the  Borough  of  Newport.  These  notifications 
were  received  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  there  being  one 
in  July  from  the  Barracks,  while  all  the  others  were  received 
in  October,  November,  and  December. 

The  parish  of  Asliey  had  the  next  largest  number  of 
notifications  of  this  disease,  there  being  12  received  during 
the  year,  the  majority  of  these  being  received  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year. 

Freshwater  had  7  cases,  all  occurring  in  November  and 
December. 

Whippingham  had  5  cases,  1  occurring  in  February  and 
.‘1  in  June  in  houses  close  to  the  Borough  of  Newport,  while 
the  fifth  case  was  imported  from  a  school  in  Devonshire 
by  a  boy  returning  home  for  the  Christmas  holidays. 


The  remaining  Mi  occurred  as  more  or  less  isolated  cases 
in  the  parishes  of  Bembridge,  Bonehureh,  Brading,  Oat- 
combe,  Godshill,  North  wood,  St.  Bawrence,  and  South 
Arreton. 

All  these  cases  have  been  of  a  comparatively  mild  type, 
and  no  death  has  occurred. 

Diphtheria  accounted  for  11  notifications,  of  which  more 
than  half  occurred  in  Northwood  and  Whippingham,  the 
former  having  14  cases  and  the  latter  13. 

The  disease  has  this  year  been  of  a  very  severe  type,  and 
has  been  the  cause  of  six  deaths.  This  death  roll  would 
have  been  much  heavier,  but  for  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
most  severe  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  were  only  saved  by  the  constant  nursing  and  attention 
received  there. 

The  cases  in  Northwood  were  distributed  throughout 
the  year,  the  most  severe  occurring  in  the  middle  of  the 
year.  Two  sisters  from  one  house  died  after  a  very  short 
illness,  while  one,  a  child  of  3,  was  only  saved  after  an 
operation  for  tracheotomy  and  a  prolonged  residence  in 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  parish  of  Whippingham 
were  on  the  Osborne  Estate,  and  attended  the  Whipping¬ 
ham  School. 

I  was  unable  to  find  any  children  in  the  school  who  were 
conveying  the  disease,  but  on  visiting  houses  of  children 
absent  from  school,  I  obtained  by  means  of  bacteriological 
swabs  evidence  of  diphtheria  in  a  mild  form,  and  in  one 
of  these  cases  a  brother  contracted  the  disease  and  died 
within  a  few  days. 

G  cases  were  notified  in  one  house  belonging  to  the 
Coastguard  at  Brooke  in  the  month  of  May,  and  one  died 
of  the  disease.  These  cases,  unfortunately,  occurred  shortly 
before  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  ready  to  receive  patients. 


4  cases  occurred  in  Brading,  all  being  from  the  same 
house.  2  of  these  cases  occurred  in  September  and  were 
discharged  from  the  Hospital  after  definite  bacteriological 
evidence  that  the  disease  was  absolutely  cured.  2  further 
cases  occurred  from  the  same  house  in  November,  and 
proved  fatal  within  a  few  days  of  admission  to  Hospital. 

The  remaining  4  cases  occurred  in  Ashey,  Carisbrooke, 
and  Niton. 

Typhoid  or  enteric  fever  accounted  for  4  notifications, 
all  of  which  were  imported.  One  occurred  in  February 
and  1  in  March  in  soldiers  at  Golden  Hill  Fort.  One  oc¬ 
curred  in  August  in  a  caravan  travelling  through  the  parish 
of  Brading,  and  1  was  a  maid  who  had  been  sent  to  Bem- 
bridge  with  children  from  the  mainland. 

13  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified,  all  being  of  a  trivial 
nature,  though  one,  a  man  of  80  years  of  age,  died  of 
pneumonia  ;  while  a  resident  of  the  district  died  of  the 
disease  at  Gosport  in  the  month  of  June. 

One  case  of  puerperal  fever  was  notified  in  Godshill  in 
November,  but  the  case  appeared  to  be  of  a  trivial  nature. 

A  certain  number  of  cases  of  the  nature  of  eerebro-spinal 
fever  and  acute  poliomyelitis  having  occurred  in  various 
parts  of  the  country,  you  decided  to  make  these  conditions 
notifiable  for  1  year. 

Only  1  case  was  notified,  namely  1  of  poliomyelitis,  the 
case  being  practically  cured  by  the  time  the  Order  came 
into  force. 

In  a  large  number  of  cases  no  definite  source  of  infection 
could  be  traced.  While  it  is  usually  a  comparatively  easy 
matter  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  possible  human 
sources  of  infection,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  any 
reliable  information  as  regards  possible  infection  by  dogs 
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and  cats,  which  arc  an  extremely  common  cause  of  infection, 
while  llies  play  a  very  important  part  in  this  conveyance  of 
infection,  especially  in  the  case  ol  typhoid  fever. 

Immediately  a  notification  of  infectious  disease  is  re¬ 
ceived,  the  medical  practitioner  notifying  is  communicated 
with  by  telephone,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  the 
patient  is  in  a  lit  state  to  be  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Should  the  patient  be  removed,  which  is  carried  out 
without  delay,  as  the  Hospital  is  also  connected  with  the 
telephone  exchange,  the  bedding  is  removed  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  removal  of  the  patient,  and  the  Inspector 
carries  out  the  necessary  disinfection  by  means  of  Formalin 
vapour.  In  the  meantime  the  bedding  is  disinfected  by 
means  of  the  Washington  Lyon's  High-Pressure  Steam 
Disinfector,  and  returned  to  the  patient’s  house,  which 
has  by  that  time  been  cleaned  and  aired  after  disinfection. 

The  Inspector  leaves  with  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
patient  a  small  book  containing  rules  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  A  copy  of  these  rules  was  printed 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1910. 

MINOR  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  early  months  of  the  year, 
the  largest  number  of  cases  occurring  in  the  parishes  of 
Carisbrooke,  North  wood,  South  Arreton,  and  Wroxall. 

Chicken-Pox  occurred  in  certain  districts,  notably  in 
Calbourne,  Carisbrooke,  Godshill,  and  South  Arreton. 

Whooping  Cough  only  occurred  in  a  few  isolated  cases, 
the  year  having  been  exceptionally  free  from  this  disease, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous  to  children,  and  having 
generally  a  much  higher  mortality  than  scarlet  fever. 


Mumps  was  rather  more  prevalent  during  the  year,  there 
being  a  number  of  eases  in  Brooke,  Calbourne,  Northwood, 
Shalfleet,  and  Thorley. 

The  notifications  forwarded  by  the  head  teachers  of 
the  public  elementary  schools  as  regards  cases  of  lion- 
notifiable  diseases  are  extremely  useful  in  enabling  the 
department  to  obtain  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  such 
diseases,  and  in  taking  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  thereof. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  over 
Tuberculosis. 

Since  the  year  1908,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been 
notifiable  in  the  district,  in  the  form  of  voluntary  notifica¬ 
tion,  but  the  number  of  notifications  received  has  been 
very  small  during  the  first  2  years,  and  during  the  year 
under  review  no  notifications  have  been  received. 

The  Regulations  of  1908  made  it  compulsory  on  all 
Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  to  notify  all  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  occurring  in  their  practice  (as  Poor  Law 
Medical  Officers  only)  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Immediately  on  receipt  of  such  notification,  a  visit  is  paid 
to  the  house  and  advice  and  literature  is  given,  showing 
how  the  patient  can  protect  others  from  being  infected  by 
himself. 

The  literature  is  of  two  kinds,  the  one  being  a  small 
leaflet  containing  a  few  statements  as  to  how  the  patient 
can  protect  others  from  being  infected.  The  other  is 
pictorial,  being  a  paper  containing  a  series  of  pictures 
illustrating  how  the  wise  consumptive  patient  lives,  and 
how  consumption  is  caused  by  lack  of  sanitary  and  reason¬ 
able  rules  of  health. 


As  regards  the  Regulations  of  1908,  li  notifications  have 
been  received  during  the  year,  2  of  these  being  ol  residents 
in  the  Workhouse  and  f  being  residents  in  different  parishes 
in  receipt  of  out-door  relief. 

The  tuberculosis  in  Hospital  Regulations  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  of  May,  1911.  Under  these  Regulations, 
all  Medical  Officers  to  Hospitals  have  to  notiiy  each  case 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  district  in  which  the  hospital  is  situated,  and  should 
the  residence  of  the  patient  prior  to  admission  to  the 
hospital  be  in  the  district  of  another  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  he  is  obliged  to  forward  the  notification  to  the 
latter,  and  at  the  same  time  inform  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Hospital  that  he  has  done  so  and  give  the  name  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  whom  he  has  forwarded  the 
notification. 

Since  these  regulations  have  come  into  force,  I  have 
during  the  year  received  from  the  Royal  National  Con¬ 
sumption  Hospital  at  St.  Lawrence  439  notifications,  only 
5  of  which  have  been  residents  of  this  district.  The  re¬ 
maining  434  have  been  forwarded  to  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  in  various  parts  of  England  and  Wales.  This  has 
necessitated  the  writing  of  1,300  forms,  besides  the  work 
involved  of  ascertaining  the  name  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  District  in  which  the  address 
of  the  patient  is  situated. 

All  these  particulars  are  entered  in  a  register,  so  that, 
in  the  event  of  an  inquiry  concerning  any  one  patient, 
the  particulars  can  at  once  be  forwarded. 

One  notification  was  transferred  to  this  district  by  the 
Medical  Officer  ol  Health  lor  the  Borough  of  Hastings 
concerning  a  resident  of  this  district  who  was  a  patient 
in  a  hospital  within  that  Borough. 
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The  compulsory  notification  of  phthisis  will  be  in  1912  an 
accomplished  fact.  Considering  the  widespread  misery  and 
poverty  which  the  disease  causes,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  has  now  been  recognised  for  several  years  that  the 
disease  is  one  which  can  be  prevented,  this  is  indeed  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  It  will,  of  course,  mean  an 
enormous  increase  of  work  to  the  Public  Health  Department, 
as  it  is  essential  that  all  cases  notified  should  be  followed 
up  in  order  to  disinfect  where  necessary,  to  instruct  the 
patient  in  the  method  of  preventing  himself  being  a  source 
of  infection  to  others,  to  guard  the  rest  of  the  family  from 
danger,  and  to  teach  them  how  to  protect  themselves.  And 
it  will  also  be  necessary  in  this  connection  to  inspect  the 
house,  if  a  record  of  the  same  does  not  already  exist,  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  conditions  under  which  the  family 
live,  especially  as  regards  insanitary  conditions  and  over¬ 
crowding. 

For  more  than  20  years  several  infectious  diseases  have 
been  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  yet  the  three  principal 
of  these  diseases,  namely,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and 
typhoid  fever  have  a  mortality  far  below  that  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

A  glance  at  the  following  table  will  show  that  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  ten  years  the  mortality  due  to  phthisis  has  been 
more  than  30  times  as  great  as  that  due  to  scarlet  fever, 
more  than  5  times  as  great  as  that  of  diphtheria,  and  more 
than  2o  times  as  great  as  that  due  to  typhoid  fever  : —

These  figures  include  the  deaths  of  residents  only,  and 
do  not  include  those  deaths  of  strangers,  which  occur  at 
the  Royal  National  Consumption  Hospital  at  St.  Lawrence. 

The  above  Hospital  is  the  only  institution  within  the 
district  providing  accommodation  for  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

I  nder  the  National  Insurance  Act  of  1911,  a  sum  of 
£1,500,000  is  to  be  expended  on  the  erection  of  sanatoria 
for  the  treatment  of  this  preventable  disease. 

This  sum  is  to  provide  for  the  whole  of  the  United  King¬ 
dom. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have 
one  bed  for  every  2,500  of  the  population.  This  would 
mean  a  minimum  of  12  beds  for  this  district.  As  each 
patient  would  remain  in  the  sanatorium  for  about  3  months, 
it  would  be  possible  to  treat  about  48  patients  each  year. 


The  sanatorium  benefit  to  be  conferred  by  the  Act  is  to 
be  administered  by  the  Insurance  Committee  of  the  county, 
who  are  empowered,  subject  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  to  make  arrangements  with  local 
authorities  having  the  management  of  such  institutions. 

In  order  to  light  this  scourge  with  the  desired  object  of 
exterminating  it  in  a  limited  number  of  years,  it  is  necessary 
for  everyone  to  help  in  the  struggle.  Much  may  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  education,  especially  of  children,  who  should  be 
brought  up  to  recognise  the  dangers  to  be  avoided  and  the 
simple  hygienic  rules  which  will  prevent  the  disease.

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  it  is  necessary  for  all 
women  (not  being  registered  medical  practitioners)  who 
intend  to  practise  midwifery  within  the  district  to  register 
their  names  with  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  on  or 
before  January  31st. 


The  County  Council  have  delegated  their  duties  under 
this  Act,  in  so  far  as  this  district  is  concerned,  to  the  Rural 
District  Council,  who  are,  therefore,  the  Local  Supervising

In  the  month  of  February  the  midwife  resident  at  Motti- 
stone  registered  her  name  as  intending  to  practise. 

In  the  month  of  July  two  fresh  registrations  were  received 
of  resident  midwives,  one  in  Newchurch  and  one  in  Cal- 
bourne,  the  latter  changing  her  address  later  in  the  year  to 
Shalfieet. 

In  the  month  of  November  two  fresh  registrations  were 
received  from  non-resident  midwives,  1  by  a  resident  in 
the  Urban  District  of  East  Cowes,  and  the  other  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Shanklin,  both  of  whom  intended  to 
practise  within  the  Rural  District.

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Under  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  every 
midwife  is  compelled  to  send  notice  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  : — 


(1)  in  every  case  in  which  she  advises  under  Rule 
18  that  a  medical  practitioner  be  sent  for. 


(2)  in  every  case  in  which  the  death  of  either  mother 
or  child  occurs  before  the  attendance  of  a 
medical  practitioner. 


(3)  in  all  cases  of  stillbirth  where  a  medical  prac¬ 
titioner  is  not  in  attendance. 


(4)  in  all  cases  in  which  she  has  prepared  a  dead 
body  for  burial.

As  regards  deaths,  only  1  notice  has  been  received, 
namely,  that  of  a  child  born  prematurely  and  living  only 
for  20  hours. 

4  notices  of  still-birth  have  been  received. 


1  case  of  puerperal  fever  occurred.  In  this  case  a  regis¬ 
tered  midwife  had  been  engaged,  but  the  case  was,  unfor- 
tunatelv,  attended  by  an  unregistered  midwife.  She  was 
warned  of  the  penalties  to  which  she  rendered  herseli 
liable. 

1  received  word  of  the  fact  that  another  unregistered 
midwife  was  attending  cases  within  the  district,  and  I 
warned  her  of  the  danger. 

I  have  adopted  the  same  method  as  in  previous  years 
of  making  surprise  visits  to  the  midwives  and  examining 
the  register  and  bag  of  appliances  as  well  as  the  condition 
of  the  home  and  general  surroundings  as  regards  cleanliness. 


Vital  Statistics  of  the  Districts. 


The  population  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  at 
the  census  of  1901  was  28,559,  namely,  14,359  males  and 
14,200  females,  there  being  a  very  slight  preponderance 
of  males  in  excess  of  females  (159). 

The  provisional  figures  of  the  census  taken  in  April, 
1911,  give  the  total  number  of  inhabitants  as  30,826,  name¬ 
ly,  15,971  males  and  14,855  females,  being  a  considerable 
increase  of  males  as  compared  with  females  (1,116). 

The  estimate  of  the  population  at  the  middle  of  the  vear 
is,  therefore,  30,880. 

At  a  time  when  we  hear  so  much  of  the  depopulation  of 
the  rural  districts  of  England  it  is  very  gratifying  indeed 
to  find  that  this  district  has  increased  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  rate  of  increase  which  was  proved  during  the  decade 
of  1891  to  1901,

I,  therefore,  find  that  my  estimated  populations  for 
several  years  have  been  too  small,  that  the  methods  of 
estimating  at  our  disposal  have  resulted  in  this  case  in 
an  under-estimate  and  consequently  all  the  death-rates 
recorded  in  recent  years  have  been  in  excess  of  the  actual 
numbers. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  86,844  acres,  86,754  of  these 
being  dry  land  and  90  acres  being  inland  water. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census  of  1901 
was  5,952,  or  4.7  persons  per  house. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census  of  1911 
was  6,565,  so  that  houses  have  been  built  within  the  dis¬ 
trict  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  increase  of  population,  the 
number  of  persons  per  house  still  being  4.7. 


BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  has  been 
536,  that  is  at  the  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000. 

This  is,  I  regret  to  say,  the  smallest  birth-rate  on  record 
in  the  district. 

The  position  is  certainly  a  curious  one,  as,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  birth-rate  has  steadily  decreased,  the 
population  of  the  district  has  increased,  and  the  natural 
increase,  that  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  has 
remained  about  the  same  for  many  years.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  which  have  been  registered 
within  the  district  during  the  year  under  review  has  been 
427,  or  at  the  rate  of  13.8  per  1,000. 

105  of  these  deaths  have  been  of  strangers  to  the  district, 
and  have,  therefore,  to  be  deducted  from  the  total  in  order 
to  arrive  at  the  actual  deaths  of  residents. 

In  the  same  way  the  number  of  residents  dying  outside 
the  district  has  to  be  added.  These  numbered  21. 

This  makes  the  number  of  deaths  of  residents  343,  or 
at  the  rate  of  11.1  per  1,000. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  231  were  males  and  196  were  females, 
while  of  the  343  deaths  of  residents,  177  were  males  and 
166  were  females.

The  number  of  deaths  from  violence  exclusive  of  suicide, 
was  11,  that  is,  at  the  rate  of  0.35  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population,  or  3.2  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths.  All  these 
occurred  during  the  last  5  months  of  the  year.  In  the 
month  of  August  a  man  was  accidentally  killed  by  a  passing 
train  in  the  parish  of  Whippingham.  In  the  month  of 
September  a  man  was  accidentally  drowned  off  Freshwater 
Bay,  and  in  the  same  month  2  deaths  of  residents  of  the 
district  took  place  outside  the  district,  one  being  killed  by 
a  fall  from  a  waggon  in  the  Borough  of  Newport,  the 
other  dying  under  an  anaesthetic  administered  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  an  operation  in  the  Borough  of  Ryde. 

In  the  month  of  October  a  man  was  drowned  at  Fresh¬ 
water  by  accidentally  falling  overboard,  while  in  the  month 
of  December  6  unknown  men  were  found  drowned  on  the 
south-west  coast  of  the  district,  1  being  in  the  parish  of 
Niton,  2  in  Shorwell,  and  3  in  Brighstone. 

In  addition  to  these  11  deaths  of  residents,  2  other  deaths 
under  this  heading  occurred  within  the  district,  the  de¬ 
ceased  in  each  case  being  a  stranger  to  the  district,  one  a 
visitor  from  Ron  don  while  bathing  in  the  sea  at  Bembridge, 
the  other,  a  resident  of  the  Borough  of  Ryde,  died  in  the 
Workhouse  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  an  accidental 
fall. 

Suicide  was  the  cause  of  3  deaths  of  residents,  1  of  these 
dying  by  means  of  drowning  and  the  other  2  by  means  of 
poison. 


Of  the  343  deaths  of  residents,  129,  or  over  37  per  cent., 
were  over  70  years  of  age.  48  or  13.9  per  cent,  were  over 
80  years  of  age,  4  were  over  90  years  of  age,  and  I  died  at 
the  age  of  101.

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l'hc  largest  number  ol  deaths  ol  residents  in  1911  was 
caused  by  cancer,  there  being  20  deaths,  that  is  at  the  rate 
of  0.48  per  1,000  ot  the  estimated  population,  or  To  per 
cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

Bronchitis  comes  next  with  25  deaths,  or  at  the  rate  of 
0.80  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  or  7.2  per  cent, 
of  all  the  deaths. 

Phthisis  accounted  for  only  21  deaths  during  the  year, 
or  at  the  rate  of  0.08  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population, 
or  0.4  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

Congenital  debility  and  malformation,  including  pre¬ 
mature  birth,  accounted  for  10  deaths,  or  at  the  rate  of 
0.51  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  or  4.9  per  cent, 
of  all  the  deaths. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

8  deaths  took  place  due  to  notifiable  diseases,  0  of  these 
being  cases  of  diphtheria  and  2  of  erysipelas. 

Only  7  of  these  deaths  took  place  within  the  district, 
one  of  the  eases  of  erysipelas  having  been  transferred  as 
belonging  to  this  district,  the  death  having  taken  place  at 
Gosport  in  the  month  of  June.  The  other  case  occurred 
within  the  district  in  the  month  of  February. 

An  account  of  the  0  deaths  from  diphtheria  will  be  found 
under  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  epidemic  death-rate,  which  includes  small-pox, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  “  lever,” 
and  diarrhcjea.  was  .52  per  1,000  of  the  population,  or  1.0  per 
cent,  of  all  the  deaths  of  residents.
